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The Washington Poet re- 
ported in 1973 that the Presi- 
dent ordered the Secret 
Service to wiretap his broth- 
er’s telephone during Mr. 
Nixon's first term as Presi- 
dent because he feared that 
Donald’s financial activities 
might embarrass the Nixon 
Administration. 


In November, 1973, Presi- 
dent Nixon said the action 
was taken for security rea- 
sons — to protect his brother 
from people who might try 
to use him because of his re- 
lationship to the President. 
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
